Council homes in 
solar panels plan 


SOLAR panels could soon appear 
on the roofs of thousands of council 
homes across Northampton. 

Members of Northampton Borough Council’s 
cabinet were due to decide this week whether 
or not to push ahead with plans to put the en- 
vironmentally-friendly devices on the roofs of 
3,000 of the town’s 12,244 council houses. 

Experts have said the move would lead to a 
reduction of 3,000 tonnes of C02 emissions 
every year and lead to a reduction in fuel bills 
for residents. 

In a report which was due to be considered by 
the council’s cabinet as the Mercury & Citizen 
went to press, the authority’s head of landlord 
services, Christine Ansell, said: “The council 
owned 12,244 dwellings in April 2010. None of 
these have been fitted with solar panels. 

“A feasibility study has been carried out and 
this has identified that there are in the region 
of 3,000 properties with roofs of a suitable 
southern orientation to achieve maximum ben¬ 
efits from the scheme.” 

The council has worked out that council 
house tenants who agree to have the solar pan¬ 
els fitted would make savings in their annual 
energy bills of between £80 and £125 a year. 

Because 60 per cent of council house tenants 
receive housing benefit and are on low incomes, 
the council believes the move will help reduce 
“fuel poverty”. 

It is also hoped the solar panels will generate 
income for the council as any excess electric¬ 
ity generated by the panels would be sold back 
to the National Grid. The cabinet will decide 
whether to push ahead with the panel plans 
this evening. 

If they are approved, some panels could be 
fitted by March next year.

Marina 
enters 
its final 
phase 

THE first brick has been laid in the 
final phase of work on new moor¬ 
ings due to open in Northampton 
next month, as part of a multi-mil¬ 
lion pound marina development. 

The Northampton Moorings, at 
Becket’s Park, which will offer 80 
moorings, six of which will be res¬ 
idential, are almost complete, with 
construction work under way on 
the new facilities building, mark¬ 
ing the final phase of work before 
the moorings open in April. 

When finished, the facilities 
building will be the only one lo¬ 
cated on the moorings island and 
will house the manager’s office, a 
reception area, and services for 
boaters, including a shower and 
laundry facilities. 

Members of the Becket’s Park 
Partnership were on site to help 
lay a brick to celebrate the mile¬ 
stone in the £2 million scheme. 

Chris Garden, director of regen¬ 
eration at West Northamptonshire 
Development Corporation (WNDC) 
said: “The Becket’s Park moorings 
are just the start of a new begin¬ 
ning for Northampton’s waterside, 
as part of our plans to bring new 
jobs and investment to the area.” 

Councillor Trini Crake, North¬ 
ampton Borough Council’s cabinet 
member for environment, said: “In 
the last 12 months we have seen our 
town’s waterfront transformed. 

“I think we are now beginning to 
realise what a wonderful asset the 
River Nene is to local residents and 
the boating community.”

ALL visiting at Northampton Gen¬ 
eral Hospital has been suspended 
after an outbreak of winter vomit¬ 
ing disease. 

The hospital said this week it had 
been forced into the action after pa¬ 
tients on four separate wards went 
down with the highly-infectious 
bug. 

Sue Hardy, director of nursing, midwife¬ 
ry and patient services, said: “Clearly this 
is a decision we have not taken lightly and 
we very much regret any worry and incon¬ 
venience this may cause to families and 
friends of patients at the hospital. 

“However the welfare of patients is of 
course our prime concern, and we have to 
do all we can to prevent the spread of noro- 
virus to other wards.” 

The bug is currently affecting Compton, 
Creaton, Dryden and Holcot wards but the 
ban applies throughout the hospital until 
further notice. 

Hospital bosses said the restriction 
would be reviewed on a daily basis, and 
permission to visit would be granted in 
special cases. 

Relatives have been asked to contact the 
wards by telephone if they have any par¬ 
ticular concerns about a patient. 

Winter vomiting disease is so-called be¬ 
cause of due to the seasonality of the ma¬ 
jority of cases and typical symptoms but it 
is not unusual for it to occur in spring or 
even summer. 

As well as NGH, a bout of the bug is also 
believed to be affecting county local nurs¬ 
ing homes and the community in general. 

Winter vomiting disease, sometimes 
called norovirus, is the most common 
cause of infectious diarrhoea and vomit¬ 
ing in England and Wales. 

The Health Protection Agency (HPA) 
said the illness was generally mild, with 
people usually recovering fully within two 
to three days and there were no long-term 
effects. Infections could occur at any age 
because immunity was not long lasting. 

Visitors to accident and emer¬ 
gency and outpatient areas at NGH 
were this week being asked to 
take special care and practise rigorous 
hand hygiene using soap and water.

A NEW scheme aimed at tackling 
match day traffic problems in the 
St James area of Northampton 
will be trialled next month, but 
residents remain frustrated that 
a nearby 1,000-space car park still 
remains unused. 

A “multi-agency” attempt to allevi¬ 
ate traffic problems in the area will take 
place on Saturday April 2, from about 
4pm to 7pm, when the Saints play the Sale 
Sharks. 

The trial will aim to increase flow from 
the Saints car park by directing traffic 
through specific routes and thereby en¬ 


courage its use above parking in residen¬ 
tial streets. 

Chris Wear mouth, spokesman for the 
Saints, said: “We have been working 
very positively with Northamptonshire 
County Council, Northampton Borough 
Council and the police to try to provide a 
positive solution to deal with match day 
traffic. 

“It is just a trial and we will see how 
this goes before we make any further an¬ 
nouncements and we will be asking sup¬ 
porters for feedback after the trial, when 
we will then assess how it went and what 
we might do in the future. 

“We will release the full details of how 


the trial scheme will work next week.” 

Graham Croucher, secretary of St 
James’ Residents Association, said: “It is 
definitely a step in the right direction. On 
match days residents have been unable to 
get out of their streets or park any where 
near their own homes. 

“ There is also growing frustration that 
the Claret car park it still not being used, 
and it is disappointing it will not be part 
of the trial.” 

Claret Way car park is owned by the 
Homes and Communities Agency (HCA) 
but is currently at an advanced stage of 
negotiating a lease so that Northampton 
Borough Council can take it over.

Shops are 
key issue 



The row over town centre versus out-of-town could 
be a key factor row in May's council elections 


THE OPENING salvos 
of the local elections 
were fired at the 
Guildhall this week, 
with the battle lines 
drawn over how 
Northampton should 
be regenerated. 

During a tense meeting 
of the borough council, 
the leader of the opposi¬ 
tion, Councillor David 
Palethorpe {Con, Billing ) 
and the council’s cabinet 
member for regenera¬ 
tion, Councillor Richard 
Church {Lib Dem, King- 
sthorpe ) clashed a number 
of times on whether the 
town centre should be 
protected from out-of- 
town developments or re¬ 
tail schemes such as those 
planned by Asda next 
to Franklin’s Gardens 
should be encouraged. 

In an attack on the 
Liberal Democrat lead¬ 
erships of the council’s 
town-centre first policy, 
Councillor Palethorpe 
said: “A town-centre-first 
policy to the exclusion of 
everything else just turns 
away investment and em¬ 
ployment. We should say 
‘Northampton is open for 


business’. 

“I can’t see any rea¬ 
son why we can’t have 
progress out-of-town as 
well as the town centre re¬ 
generation.” 

In response, Councillor 
Church said “We’re not 
pursuing the town-centre- 
first policy to the exclu¬ 
sion of everything else. 

“We’ll support devel¬ 
opment outside the town 
centre if we can be satis¬ 
fied it will not impact on 
the vitality of the town 
centre. 

“That’s national policy 
and it’s a key priority of 
this council to protect jobs 
and attract investment to 
the town, and we’ll con¬ 
tinue to do that.” 

As the row inten¬ 


sified, Councillor 

Palethorpe added: “It 
should be a local choice 
about how we develop our 
town, not a diktat from 
Parliament and if that 
puts me at odds with the 
Government that’s what 
we’ll do. We’ll support 
what’s best for Northamp¬ 
ton.” 

The row suggests long- 
running argument over 
redevelopment plans at 
Sixfields, Franklin’s Gar¬ 
dens and the Grosvenor 
Centre are likely to be key 
in the build-up to the May 
5 election. 

A display of the latest 
plans for the Grosvenor 
Centre regeneration will 
be at the centre on Friday 
and Saturday.

OLYMPIC gold medal 
winning swimmer Dun¬ 
can Goodhew has helped 
celebrate the success 
of a new project involv¬ 
ing 36 schools in North¬ 
ampton which aims to 
get every child walking a 
mile a week. 

The initiative known as The 
Golden Mile encourages pu¬ 
pils to take part in physical 
exercise by walking round a 
track laid out at school and the 
number of laps completed is 
then recorded.

FINAL MARK DOWNS - MUST END THIS SUNDAY 
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Asylum denied 


A M0THER-0F-TW0 who fled 
South Africa after a horrific vio¬ 
lent assault has made a desper¬ 
ate plea to the UK Border Agency 
to let her stay in Northampton. 

Sherrin Young, who lives in New 
Duston, has started a petition to get sup¬ 
port for her asylum case to stay in the 
country after being refused a British 
passport despite the fact her grandpar¬ 
ents were born in Northampton. 

Mrs Young, moved to the UK in August 
2009, 11 months after she was the victim 
of a violent armed robbery when four 
men broke into her home in Cape Town, 
an assault witnessed by her two children, 
Alex, eight and Grace, six. 

Mrs Young was sexually assaulted and 
forced to hand over cash and jewellery at 
gun point during the robbery in Septem¬ 
ber 2008. Two of the men were caught by 
police and one was shot dead. However, 
the fourth man, who Mrs Young said she 
was most scared of, was never arrested. 

Mrs Young made the decision to leave 
the country soon after the terrible ordeal 
to be with family, including her mother 
and two uncles, who all have British 
passports and live in Northampton, but 
was delayed while her ex-husband gave 
consent to allow their children to come 
to the UK. 

She arrived on a visitor’s visa, before 
friends and family managed to raise £565 
to pay for an application for an ancestral 
visa. 

However, this application was rejected 
on the grounds that the documents had to 
be applied for outside of the UK. 

Mrs Young was then advised to claim 
asylum, due to the nature of the attack, 
but that was also refused for a variety 


of reasons, including the fact she didn’t 
make the claim as soon as she arrived. 

The UK Border Agency has said that 
Mrs Young and her two children will 
be collected on Wednesday and taken to 
“dispersal accommodation” in Leicester 
and the family is only allowed to take two 
bags of luggage with them. 

Mrs Young, aged 34, said she felt like 
she was being “treated as a criminal” and 
felt she had no choice but to make her 
traumatic story public. 

She said: “All because I didn’t apply for 
an ancestral visa when I was in South 
Africa they have put me through all this. 
It’s like they’re trying to make an exam¬ 
ple of me. 

“I think I’ve been through enough and 
I’ve done nothing wrong. They are try¬ 
ing to make things as uncomfortable and 
traumatic as they can. But I’m strong and 
I’ve survived an attack by four men so I’m 
not going to give up the fight. 

“I don’t want sympathy, I just want my 
ancestral rights. I came here for the sup¬ 
port of my family. I don’t want to uproot 
my kids again. I’m feel like I’m being pe¬ 
nalised by bureaucracy.” 

A UK Border Agency spokesman said: 
“Mrs Young’s case has been carefully 
considered. Following a detailed assess¬ 
ment of the evidence, she was found not 
to have a right to remain here.”

MEDICAL special¬ 

ists found that Louise 
Webster would have died 
whether the two Pcs had 
attended or not, but the 
Independent Police Com¬ 
plaints Commission said 
the officers’ behaviour 
had put others in dan¬ 
ger. 

GPS tracking devices 
on the officers’ handsets 


proved both Pc Frater 
and Pc Prosser were in 
the village of Roade at 
the time of the emer¬ 
gency call at 12.11am on 
January 18 last year. 

But despite their prox¬ 
imity to 40-year-old Lou¬ 
ise Webster’s home in 
Abbots Way, they refused 
to attend, claiming they 
were busy on another 


murder 

operation. 

A third officer sta¬ 
tioned in Towcester 
eventually arrived at 
the scene and detained 
killer Martin Ashby, 18 
minutes after the initial 
call. 

Ashby was last week 
jailed for murder and 
will serve a minimum 
jail term of 15 years.

Shamed duo 
keep jobs 



The scene where Louise Webster was murdered in Roade 


THE disciplinary panel hear¬ 
ing the case of two North¬ 
amptonshire Police officers 
who refused to attend a 
999 call where a mum-of- 
three lay bleeding to death, 
had the option of sacking 
the pair, but opted instead 
to hand them each a final 
written warning. 

Pc Ron Frater and Pc Chris 
Prosser were subjected to a gross 
misconduct hearing before a pan¬ 
el comprising senior officers and 
an independent member of the 
Police Authority and the ultimate 
sanction available was for the pair 
to lose their jobs. 

But despite the gravity of the 
accusations, which saw them 
refuse to attend a murder scene 
when they were stationed just 
moments away, they were let 
off with a written warning, 
to the anger of the family of 
Louise Webster who lost her life 
in the knife attack in her Roade 
home last year. 

Det Supt Insp Pete Windridge, 
head of professional standards at 
Northamptonshire Police, said: 
“This hurts all of us. We cannot 
possibly condone their actions, in 
fact we absolutely condemn them. 
Their behaviour that night falls 
way outside our expected stand¬ 
ards of performance. 


“They got it very, very wrong. 
Police officers are capable of mak¬ 
ing mistakes too but this goes be¬ 
yond that, they should have gone 
to that incident.” 

The disciplinary panel heard 
accounts from both officers before 
making their judgement. 

It remains unclear exactly why 
they were in Roade when they 
were supposed to be working on 
an undercover anti-prostitution 
sting in the centre of Northamp¬ 
ton at the time. 

They claimed they were fol¬ 
lowing a suspicious vehicle but 
in the eight-mile journey from 
Northampton to Roade they were 


unable to take down any registra¬ 
tion details of the car they were 
following. 

Operation Uncanny also 
focused mainly on a number of in¬ 
dustrial estates and retail parks in 
Northampton where known pros¬ 
titutes would take their clients. 

It is said to be highly unusual 
for a car to be followed to Roade, 
where Pc Frater had admitted 
viewing a house while on duty the 
previous evening. 

DSI Windridge added: “The pan¬ 
el would have had reservations. 

“What they were doing in Roade 
is questionable due to the param¬ 
eters of Operation Uncanny.”

NORTHAMPTON South MP 
Brian Binley has met the trans¬ 
port secretary to lobby the Gov¬ 
ernment over funding for new 
plans for Northampton's railway 
station. 

Mr Binley, who is also chairman of 
Northampton Rail Users’ Group, met 
Philip Hammond last week to try to pres¬ 
surise the Government into providing 
funding for the plans for the redeveloped 
station, which were first revealed in 2004. 

The West Northamptonshire Develop¬ 
ment Corporation (WNDC) unveiled new 
images showing what the redeveloped sta¬ 
tion could look like at the beginning of 
February 

So far the group has spent more than 
£1 million on the plans, which it says are 
at the forefront of railway design, but has 
not yet secured enough money to finish 
the project. 

Mr Binley said: “The last Govern¬ 
ment set targets to build another 100,000 
homes around Northampton so we must 
improve the town’s rail service and 
the quality of the station is a big part of 
that. 

“Many of those people moving to North¬ 
ampton will want to commute to London 
so we have got to improve that rail sta¬ 
tion. 

“Improving the station could have a 
real impact on improving the quality of 
our town. 

“I do think the secretary of state was 
sympathetic to our points.” 

Also attending the meeting was John 
Markham from WNDC, John Ellerby, head 
bus and rail development officer from 
Northamptonshire County Council, and 
Patrick Rawlinson and Geoff Steel, from 
the Northampton Rail Users’ Group. 

Mr Steel, who has worked in the rail in¬ 
dustry for 30 years, said: “At the moment 
the train station doesn’t even feel like it is 
part of the town centre. 

“We need a more improved co-ordinated 
transport system which links it with the 
town. 

“Our main thrust was to financially get 
the station to the next phase of design, as 
at the moment there isn’t specific money 
to take it much further and not enough 
money to complete it. 

“I think they need about £20 million ini¬ 
tially 

“We also need to get more stock for the 
London Midlands trains to try and ease 
overcrowding and want to increase the 
speed of trains between Northampton 
and Rugby” 

The plans feature a number of new 
shops and cafes next to the station.

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B IG, luxurious cars never 
used to have hatchbacked 
rear ends. The lifting tailgate 
was seen as the preserve of the 
utilitarian vehicles that ply our 
supermarket car parks and swarm 
around the school gates. Then the 
rise of the luxury 4x4 brought an 
interesting fact to the attention 
of car buyers with a desire for 
prestigious, lavishly appointed 
cars and the means to afford them. 
The hatchback is actually jolly 
useful. The leading premium car 
brands all offer 4x4 vehicles with

hatchbacked rears and the trend 
is spreading, notably to four-door 
coupes like the Audi A7 Sportback 
we look at here. 

The A7 Sportback was an¬ 
nounced as the 35th member of 
Audi’s UK model line up but don’t 
bother trying to count them all. 

At the current rate, by the time 
you’ve finished, this prolific Ger¬ 
man marque will probably have 
launched a couple of others. Audi 
has risen from a position of rela¬ 
tive obscurity to challenge arch 
rivals BMW and Mercedes-Benz on 
equal terms but staying in touch 
means shadowing their every 
move. 

Mercedes was first out of the 
blocks in the executive four-door 
coupe sector witj^its CLS saloon 
but BMW followed suit with the 


somewhat less elegant 5 Series 
GT hatchback. It meant that Audi 
was left bringing up the rear with 
its A7 Sportback hatch, despite 
having got there first in the smaller 
compact executive sector with its 
A5 Sportback. Still, none of that 
matters much now that the major 
protagonists are in the ring, ready 
to slug it out and see who’s best. 

Familiar engines constitute the 
A7 Sportback line-up. It’s basically 
the larger six-cylinder units from 
the A6 saloon. Petrol customers 
can have the 2.8-litre FSI engine 
with 201bhp or go for the fiery 3.0- 
litre TFSI that has a supercharger 
helping it to 296bhp and a 440Nm 
torque output that wouldn’t dis¬ 
grace a top-line diesel. The basic 
3.0 TDI diesel actually has 201bhp 
and 400Nm in its locker but there’s 


also an upgraded version of this 
engine with 242bhp and 500Nm of 
twisting force. 

As usual in Audi land, the entry- 
level cars are front-wheel-drive 
but there’s quattro all-wheel-drive 
for those willing to pay for it. The 
quattro system is Audi’s latest with 
torque distributed 40:60 in favour of 
the rear wheels for a sportier expe¬ 
rience at the wheel. The crown gear 
differential that debuted in the RS 
5 performance model also features, 
with the ability to distribute more 
drive to the front or back of the car 
as required. While the front-driven 
A7s get the smooth Multitronic 
CVT automatic gearbox, the more 
dynamic quattro cars have the light¬ 
ening fast S Tronic transmissions 
with seven speeds, two clutches and 
paddle shifters. 


All A7 models feature Audi Drive 
Select adaptive dynamics. This al¬ 
lows owners the choice of driving 
modes which instantly alter the 
steering weight, throttle response 
and gearbox settings at the touch 
of a button. 

Of all the design features 
present on modern cars, the hatch¬ 
back isn’t seen as one of the more 
prestigious. It is practical though 
and as premium manufacturers 
embrace it more readily, the old 
shopping hatch stigma is on the 
wane. The Audi A7 Sportback is an 
executive hatchback, a category of 
car that would have seemed more 
than a little odd a decade or two 
ago but on aesthetic and versatility 
grounds, this sleek four-doo^eems 
to have clear advantages ojJWnore 
conventional saloons.
